Washington, D. C., March 23.—{Special. }— 
For several days secret negotiations have 
been going on looking to an immediate set- 
tlement of the religious question in the Phil- 
ippines. For all practical purposes the rela- 
tion of the friars to the American government 
were settled long ago by the refusal of the 
native Catholics in the islands to have any- 
thing whatever to do with the members of 
the great church orders. 

The question as to the ownership of the 
friar lands has been in processof adjustment 
for some time, but in the meanwhile the friars 
themselves have not been able to go back 
to the parish churches on account of the hos- 
tility of the people, The result 
the parish churches in many 
len into the hands of the newly organized 
native Philippine church, which, of course, 
has no legal claim to the property. 

In other cases, thousands of loyal Catholics 
have been forced to do without the admin- 
istration of a priest. 

The question at issue is whether the places 
of the friars should be filled by native priests, 
by priests from the United States, or by im- 
ported delegations of Spanish and Italian 
priests. Understanding 
reached that the places of the friars shall be 
filled either by natives or Americans, and 
that no more European priests shall be sent 
to the islands, either as members of orders or 


as parish pastors. 


Archbishop Ireland has been here in Wash- 
ington for some little time and is stopping at 
the Ebbitt house, although he is ‘not regis- 
tered there and is not readily, accessible to 
visitors. To him has been intrusted the nego- 
tiations on behalf of the Catholic church. 
He probably has no written authority of this 
kind from the pope or the apostolic delega- 
tion here, but he has held several confer- 
ences with President Roosevelt on this sub- 
ject and what is recommended by him un- 
Goubtedly will be accepted by the pope. 

It has been the policy of the church of 
Rome almost everywhere to have the local 
parishes administered as far as possible by 
native priests, and as the countries grow 
older bishaps and archbishops are similarly 
appointed from the graduates of the local 
| spiritual schools. It has been strongly urged 
for the Philippines, however, 
progressive Ameridan Catholic 
priests shall be sent to the islands. There 
is an educational benefit in this which at once 
is apparent, and it is the plan most satis- 
factory to Gov. Taft. 

These are some of the questions which | 
Archbishop Ireland is now endeavoring to 
settle with the president and secretary of 
war. It is believed a decision will be reached 
before the president starts on his western 
tour next week. 

Officials here hope that with this question 
of the friars’ lands disposed of under author- 
ity of congress, and with a generous ad- 
mixture of liberty loving, loyal, and upright 
American priests, there will come a perma- 
nent settlement of the Philippine question. 
Most insurrections against the Spanish 
authorities grew out of the unjust exactions 
and flagrant licentiousness of a large number 
of the friars. For this reason it is supposed 
with the inauguration of a new system, 
carrying with it the possibility of the natives 
owning the best agricultural land, and with 
a wise administration and the beneficent ex- 
ample of young American priests, there will 
grow up at once an admiration for a repub- 
lican form of government and consequently 
loyalty to the flag of the United States.

There is a personal issue at stake, it is 
said, for Archbishop Ireland. This is neither 
more nor less than the cardinal’s hat.

Goetz protested vigorously against arrest 
and begged the police not to seize his papers, 
but if they did, not to tranemit them to 
Russia, as they would compromise several 
families. The papers, which were turned over 
to the Italian government, are said to be ex- 
ceptionally important.

This step 
towards a cleaner city was taken only after 
the sharpest fight the aldermanic body has 
seen for a year. 

Ald. McInerney, as leader of the obstruc- 
tionists, once nearly killed the measure. It 
was barely saved by the mayor on one oc- 
casion, but when the members who had been 
opposing action came toa flat vote to place 
the ordinance on file the majority of them 
swung right about and joined the anti-smoke 
ranks. The final vote was 47 to 15. 


Hurts Stockyards Babies.

On the first ballot the obstructionists had

McInerney decided that the 
measure could go to a flat vote for or against 
it, and tried to have it, with all amendments, 
placed on file. It proved to be the mistake 
of the campaign against the ordinance. Al- 
dermen who were willing to vote indefinitely 
to postpone action by doing almost anything 
short of killing the measure lost their nerve 
when it came to a proposition of defeating it. 

There was an immediate change of front, 
and the next roll call showed 47 in favor of 
the ordinance to 17 against it. From that 
on it was only a question ag to what amend- 
ments would be allowed in. 

An attempt was made to have “ smoke dis- 
tricts "’ created. The amendment was to the 
effect that the congressional! districts of the 
city be used for this purpose, and the law 
should beoome effective only on petition of 
a majority of the residents within the dis- 
trict. This was defeated. 


One Year of Grace Allowed. 


An amendment that a property owner who 
signified his intention of changing his plant 
so as to conform with the terms of the or- 
dinance should be given a year to make 
these changes was passed. 

“That is a fair amendment,” said Ald. 
Jackson in support of it. “I know men in 
the city who will have to expend large sums 
of money to alter their power plants, and it 
is only fair to give them time. This re- 
duced the original provision, which was for 
two years, to one. 

Another amendmer@ was to grade plants 
according to the power of their boilers and 
let the larger boilers have more than three 
minutes in each hour when smoke is permis- 
sible. The amendment would have given as 
high as eight and ten minutes. It was de- 
feated. 

One exception to the maximum of three 
minutes was allowed. When a new fire is 
being built or the firebox is being cleaned out 
six minutes is allowed. This maximum re- 
fers to the peried of smoking gilowed in any 
one hour. 

Final Rally of Obstructionists. 

When the ordinance seemed near passing 
the obstructionists rallied for another fight. 
Ald. McInerney tried to have the measure 
and all its amendments sent back to the com- 
mittee. Then he tried to get an adjourn- 
ment. Both failed. .

Gov. Taft to Visit Moros. 

Gov. Taft and Maj. Gen. Davis will sail for 
Sulu on Wednesday for the purpose of hold- 
ing conferences with Sultan Ki Ram, the 
dattos, and the resident American officer in 
regard to the threatened troubles there over 
the conviction of three Moros who were 
friends of the sultan for raiding and burn- 
ing the Chinese quarter of the town of 
Perang. 

Gov. Taft and Gen. Davis expect to be able 
to adjust the difficulty. They will also deter- 
mine the new basis of the relations between 
the Moros and the United States, as the 


agreement drawn up by Gen. Bates a few 


years ago is not altogether satisfactory. 


Will Limit Sultan’s Power. 

Gov. Taft thoroughly understands the 
Moro situation, and has plans for the im- 
provement of the government of Sulu. It 
is considered that the time has arrived when 
there should be a clearer limitation of the 
sultan’s erratic rule. 

The burial ship Proteus has arrived here 
from the Sulu archipelago, bringing the 
bodies of 500 soldiers and a few civilians. 
The bodies will be sent home on a trans-

DR. WILLIAM J. CHICHESTER 
DIES SUDDENLY AT ATLANTA. 


Pastor of First Presbyterian Church of 
This City Is Stricken While Travel- 
ing in the South for His Health.

Dr. Chichester was a native of Baltimore, 
having been born there in 1849. He gradu- 
ated from the Baltimore City college in 1867, 
and from the Allegheny Theological seminary 
in 1871, and afterwards took a post graduate 
course at Princeton. He was married in 
1891 to Miss Agnes Gray of Louisville, Ky., 
and had a family of three children. 


AGED MAN STRUCK BY CAB:

Gen. W. T. Clark, Retired, Living in 
Washington, Run Down While Cross- 
ing State Street at Jackson.

Mob Sets Fire to Government Buildings 
at Port of Spein—British Cruiser 
Lands Bluejackets.

KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, March 23.—A 
mob at Port of Spain, island of Trinidad, this 
afternoon attempted to burn the govern- 
ment buildings. The police fired on the 
rioters, killing or wounding several of them. 
At 2:30 p. m., when the dispatch containing 
the foregoing hews was sent, the riot was 
still in progress, and the British cruiser 
Pallas was landing blucjackets. 
The rioting was due to the refusal on the 
part of the government to withdraw an ordi- 
nance concerning the new water works, to 
protest against which several public meet- 
ings had been held, 
A demonstration was made during today’s 
meeting of the legislative council, and finally 
the mob stoned the government building and 
set fire to it. The riot act was read and the 
police fired on the mob. The city is in a state 
of great excitement.

Will Urge the Passage

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Members of the sanitary board will leave 
for Springfield in a body today to make a last 
effort to have the bills affecting the sanitary 
distriot reported for action by the state 
legislature. Failing in their efforts, aided 
as they are by delegations from Evanston 
and Calumet, who seek the annexation of 
those territories to the drainage district, 
they will return to Chicago and take steps 
toward the calling of a massmeeting, at 
which legislative inaction may be censured. 

The principal opposition to the bills is sup- 
posed to come from friends of the old U- 
mois and Michigan canal, who fear the loss 
of patronage. The proposed connection be- 
tween the Calumet river and the drainage 
channel will cut through the old canal and 
let the water out of it. 

The sanitary canal,” said Trustee Will- 
lam H. Baker, who urges the calling of a 
massmeeting, has cost the people of Chi- 
cago $40,000,000, and it will be an absolute 
failure unless the Evanston and Calumet 
districts are annexed and their sewage di- 
verted from Lake Michigan. Until annexa- 
‘tion is brought about Chicago will be no 
nearer having pure water than it was before 
the drainage canal was started.“ 


Seconded by Health Department. 

Officials of the city health department and 
of various commercial and other organiza- 
tions interested in Chicago's advancement 
take the same stand. The present southern 
boundary of the sanitary district is Eighty- 
seventh street. South of thag thoroughfare 
sewage and drainage finds an outlet through 
the Calumet river into the lake. On the 
north the present boundary is Devon avenue, 
and the sewage of Evanston finds its way, 
into the lake. 

The drainage trustees while at Springfield 
tomorrow and Thursday also will make an 
effort to have dug out of committee the bill 
allowing an additional tax for three years 
which will allow of the development of the 
water power at Lockport and Joliet. The 
friends of the old canal have sought to kill 
this bill with a measure of their own, which, 
if passed, would prevent development of 
this power without first turning over ap 
enormous sum as “compensation” to the 
canal commissioners. 


_ Lecture by Engineer Randolph. 

|“ The Sanitary District: What It Has Done 
and What It Proposes to Do,” was the sub- 
ject of an address delivered by Chief Engt- 
neer Isham Randolph before the members 
ot the real estate board at a banquet given 
at the Wellington hotel last evening. Pho- 
tographs showing the work that has been 


done along the line of the drainage canal 


were thrown on a screen and explained. 

Mr. Randolph spoke especially of the pro- 
posal to annex the Evanston territory and 
the Calumet valley. He criticised the work- 
ing of the IiHnols and Michigan canal, which 
he said had cost the sanitary district $385,- 
apo at Joliet alone. 

The proposed annexation, Mr. Randolph 
said, was the working out of the parts of 
the scheme that was adopted when the san- 
itary district was formed.

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SUBTREASURER DECLARES 
HE “WON’T QUIT” UNDER FIRE. 


Mr. Williams Defends Conduct of the 


Office—Shortage of $600 Last Decem- 
ber Made Up by Official Himself. 


Subtreasurer William P. Williams was not 
willing yesterday to accept some of the etate- 
ments contained in Waghington announce- 
ments that he is about to be removed from 
his federal office. . 

“T stand on my record,“ he sald, and 1 
defy any one to give an instance of poor 
Management on my part as a reason why I 
Should be removed. There is no office in the 
United States which can show a closer ad- 
herence to civil service rules and no official 
has followed more strictly in the path of 
duty than I. No such reason as that sug- 
gested in the dispatches from Washington 
can be made the ground for my removal 
without my insisting on a hearing. I will 
not retire under a fire against my adminis- 
tration of the office.”’ 

The dispatches from Washington stated 
that Luman T. Hoy was to succeed to the 
office, and intimated that recent defalcations 
on the part of one of the subtreasury em- 
ployés was one ground for the removal of 
Mr. Williams. The defalcation occurred last 
— A shortage of $600 was discov- 
ered. 

At the same time examiners from Wash- 
ington discovered that one of the tellers had 
taken in gold coin which showed a total short 
weight of about $200. A few weeks ago 
Tellers Pierce and Finley were quietly 
dropped from the service, Mr. Williams hav- 
ing charged the first with carelessness and 
having classed the other as an undesirable 
employé. As the blame for the shortage of 
$600 was never fixed, Mr. Williams made good 
the amount from his own pocket, and the 
incident was considered by him as closed.

HERE are many sins to be laid at 

the door of John Lackland. As an 

all round bad man he stands pre- 
eminent, and as a persecutor of the Jews 
a peer among his kind. He has sins that 
were his own in particular, but in his 
treatment of the Jew_he stands as a 
representative medieval sinner. During 
his reign the walls of London were 
mended ‘with the stones of the dwellings 
of Jews whom his barons had pillaged 
and destroyed. In the middle ages the 
Jews were insulted, oppressed, imprison- 
ed, pillaged, and murdered. They were

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS 


. CHILSHA, 
By Myra Reynolds. University of Chi- 
cago Press. 

This is another of the decennial publica- 
tions being issued by the University of Chi- 
cago in commemoration of the first ten years 
of its existence, and another instance of the 


outreaching ways—so much more numerous 


than is commonly known—in which this 
amazingly enterprising institution is doing 
Its really university extension work. 
This edition of poems of the countess 
of Winchilsea is based in part on a small 
volume of verse published by her in 1713, 
but mainly on two unpublished manuscripts 
and poems scattered in various publications 
of the time. The poems cover somewhat 


over 400 pages in this ample volume. The 


‘introduction by the accomplished editor oc- 


cupies a little more than 100 pages. The 


recovery of this mostly forgotten poet eas of 
some two centuries ago is, therefore, re- 
markably complete. The original text is * 
lowed almost exactly without attempts to 
modernize it in any way. The whole is far 
more interesting as well as more instructive 
As it is. Thespelling in those days was main- 
ly phonetic, though often capriciously way- 
ward 


Lady Winchilsea was born in 1661 and died 
in 1720. She wrote in nearly all the popular 
literary forms of the time, love songs, sacred 
songs, pindarics, satires, epistles, fables, 
translations, and tragedies. Prof. Reyn- 
olds, in her characterization of her, cer- 
tainly underrates rather than overrates the 
fine quality of her character, literary spirit, 


a mass and variety of verse to measure the 
} poet’s success by striking an average. It 
seems more just to estimate her work by its 
distinctly better qualities. 

The introductory essay by Miss Re 
is remarkable for its scholarly research and 
Its carefully matured judgments. The work 
does credit alike to herseif and to the uni- 
versity in which she is a distinguished in- 
astructor.

REACTION IN FRANCE. 
Third Volume of George Brandes’ Main 
Currents of Nineteenth Century Litera- 


ture. 

Prof. George @randes’ work, ‘‘ Main Cur- 
rents of Nineteenth Century Literature, has 
reached the third volume of the English 
translation. This completes one-half of the 
work. The third volume, which the Mac- 
millan company has just published, concerns 
itself with The Reaction in France.“ By 
this title Mr. Brandes means, of course, the 
reaction from the destructive work of the 
revolution—the reassertion of the principle of 
authority, “the principle which assumes 
the life of the individual and of the nation to 
be based upon reverence for inherited tradi- 
on. 

In France at the time of which this volume 
treats, this principle of authority was cham- 
pioned by men and women in church, state, 
society, in the individual, and even in the 
domain of human knowledge. Not only does 
the author give us the striking examples of 
this in all these domains but he prepares the 
reader by showing how the principle of au- 
thority came to be resuscitated, proclaimed, 
developed, vindicated, established, and 
finally again overthrown. The introductory 
chapters on the revolution and the concordat 
indicate to us the fundamental principles by. 
virtue of which that of authority was an- 
pulled during the revolution. 

After that we have a striking paper on 
„Le Génie du Christianisme, that adroit 
work by which Napoleon through Chateau- , 
briand began the work of rehabilitating the 
authority of thechurch. Of course neither of 
these men was a Christian at heart, but they 
both recognized that it was necessary that 
the church should be restored to something 
like its former power, in form, at least. Mr. 
Rrandes believes that the dazzlingly brilliant 
but superficial work played an important

part in this movement. His own anti-Chris- 
tian feeling makes itself apparent more than 
once in his treatment of this and other sub- 
jects in the book. 
There is an excellent account of the part 
played in the restoration of authority by the 
expatriate, Joseph de Maistre. His works 
and those-of Bonald, who is also given a 
chapter, were quite of a different sort from 
those of Chateaubriand, and they command- 
ed deeper respect and attention. There is 
another paper on Chateaubriand’s “ Les 
Martyrs,“ a stilted work, full of bombast 
and hyperbole, but which, Mr. Brandes con- 
siders, had considerable influence im its day. 
To our mind the best character in the book 
is Mme. de Kriidener, who, from being a 
frivolous and unfaithful wife, became a re- 
ligious enthusiast, or, at least, passed for 
such. One cannot tell whether she believed 
in herself and her visions or not, but, at any 
rate, after writing several books which 
rivaled those of De Stasi in popularity at the 
time, she followed every fake religionist who 
appeared, and she gained such ascendency 
over the mind of Czar Alexander that she 
made him do the most astonishing things, and 
her presence was considered absolutely indis- 
pensable by him at the review of the 150,000 
allied troops in Paris. In fact, she is gen- 
erally credited with originating and drafting 
the celebrated Holy Alliance proclama- 
tion. 
The poetry of Lamartine and Hugo, love 
in the literature of the period, the theoretical 
principle of authority, and other phases of 
the subject are keenly analyzed, as is also 
the culmination and collapse of the reaction. 


FISHING AND SHOOTING. 
By Sydney Buxton, M. P. E. P. Dutton 
& Co. 

Here is a book fit to be placed by the side 
of dear old Izaak Walton’s Complete 
Angler,“ and, as Walton said of a certain 
fish, with such elaborate art prepared and 
cooked by himself, too good for any but 
anglers and very honest folk.“ 

Outwardly the book is delightfully gotten 
up. The type is a perpetual complement to 
the eye. The paper is of that peculiar light- 
ness which the English know how to make, 
and many of the illustrations are ee 
ly done. The first ten chapters are on 
ing; the other thirteen on shooting. The au- 
thor, using the words of Walton, says: “I 
wish the reader to take notice that in writ- 
ing it I have made myself a recreation 
of a recreation; and that it might prove so 
to him, and not read dull and tediously, I 
have in several places mix’t—not any scur- 
rility—but some innocent, harmless mirth, 
of which, if thou be severe, sowre complex- 
ioned man, then I here disallow thee to be 
a competent judge. He adds the hope that 
his book, if acceptable to those who both 
fish and shoot, may also help to bring home 
to some of those who do neither the pleas- 
ures and satisfactions which may be derived 
from both fishing and shooting. 

The book, as a whole, is artistic, pictur- 
esque, and minutely instructive.

Amalgamated Woodworkers Get Verdict 
Against Masonic Temple Safety De- 


posit Company. 

A safety deposit company ts responsible for 
the valuables placed by patrons in ita private 
boxes, according to a verdict given yesterday 
before Judge Vail. The Masonic Temple 
Safety Deposit company was defendant in a 
suit instituted by the Amalgamated Wood- 
workers’ council to recover $857 alleged to 
have been stolen from a box in the company's 
vaults. It is said this is the first time a court 
has passed on such a case and found for the 
renter. 

The testimony of the prosecution tended to 
show that the management had been careless 
and that it would not have been difficult for 
any person to secure keys to private boxes. 
In particular it was maintained that the sys- 
tem followed had been imperfect and that it 
was not rigidly enforced. 

Introduced in evidence was a letter from 


Capt. Edward Williams, admitting that the 


loss might have occurred. In the verdict 
nothing was found to clear up the mystery 
of the robbery. — 

There are some dozen more cases pending 
against the safety deposit company based on 
alleged similar losses. 


WOMAN ARRESTED ON CHARGE ~ 
of POISONING HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Elmira Drake of Covington, Ind., 
Held on Murder Charge—Dead Man 
Married Her Through Bureau. | 


Danville, Hl., March 23.—Mrs,. Elmira Drake 
was arrested in the courthouse at Covington, 
Ind., today, charged with the murder of her 
husband, Robert J. Drake. A special grand 
jury had been called to investigate the case, 
and Mrs. Drake was awaiting her turn asa 
witness when arrested. Drake died on March 
6 under suspicious circumstances, and his 
attending physician, Dr. Williamson, insisted 
upon an investigation. A partial analysis 
showed the presence of sulphate of zinc in 
large quantities. Mrs, Drake has $30,000 of 
her own and will fight the case. Drake re- 
sided at Gallinghan, Wis., when he saw her 
advertisement in a matrimonial paper about 
two years ago. He came to Covington and 
married her. Before dying he told friends 
he was being poisoned. 


GAS EXPLOSION STARTS PANIC. 


Three Men Hurled Across Basement and 
Trapped by Flames—Rush for 


Hurled across the basement by an ex- 
plosion in Ayers Furniture company building 
at 702 West Madison street yesterday. three 
men crept to the end of the cellar and held 
their bead to the moistened floor to escape 
the flames that surged about them. They 
finally staggered up the stairway and ran 
across the street to Masor’s drug store with 
clothing still aflame. 

The explosion started a panic. The 200 
employés scrambled over one another to 
reach the windows, and the fire escapes in 
both the rear and front of the building were 
soon a line of struggling men. The injured

STRIKERS ENJOINED FOREVER 
FROM PICKETING MILLS. 


Lancaster, Pa., Judge Forbids All Inter- 
| ference and Says Men Must Not Cry 
“Scab” or Other Names. . |

Lancaster, Pa., March 23.—Judge Landis 
today filed a permanent injunction restrain- 
ing the striking iron molders from interfer- 
ing with the workmen of the Marietta Cast- 
ing company of Marietta. A strike was 
started at the plant on May last, and the 
company applied for an injunction to re- 
strain the strikers from picketing the place. 
Judge Landis in his opinion says: | 

All members and officers of Lodge No. 
839 of the Iron Molders’ union and all their 
agents, servants, and employés, as well as 
all persofis conspiring and continuing with 
them, and all other persons whomsoever, be 
hereby perpetually enjoined and command- 
ed absolutely to desist and refrain from in 
any manner interfering with the employés of 
the plaintiff and with any person or persons 
who may hereafter desire or offer to enter 
Its employ, or to induce any such person or 
persons to leave the employment of the 
plaintiff, and also from calling ‘scab’ or 
‘scabs’ or any other opprobrious epithet to 
persons passing along the streets and going 
to or from the works of the plaintiff.” | 


Textile Union Votes Funds. — 

Fall River, Mass., March 28.—The execu- 
tive council of the United Textile Workers 
of. America, at a special session in this city 
today, gave its unqualified indorsement to 
the request of the operatives in the cotton 
mills in Lowell to enforce their demand for 
an increase of 10 per cent in wages.
